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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a semiconductor integrated circuit 
comprising at least one signal amplifying transistor for amplifying an input signal supplied to a 
gate thereof, wherein further comprising a first bypassing means for bypassing a part of the 
input signal to a ground side based on the signal strength of the input signal, and a second 
bypassing means for bypassing a part of the input signal to an output side based on the signal 
strength of the input signal as claimed in claim 1, and further in claim 1 1 of a radio apparatus 
comprising an antenna, an auto gain control (AGC) amplifier, a mixer and a signal strength 
detecting circuit, wherein the AGC amplifier comprises the mentioned circuitry.
